SKETCH OF UPPER ALTON. 


Upper Alton ia located on tbe high rolling timber land in the rear of 
the city of Alton, two miles from tho Mississippi vrier. The situation 
» dry, healthy, pleasant and desirable one, especially for family residence. 
$h’e population is rising of two thousand. The town was laid ont by Jos. 
Meacuau, Esq., an emigrant from the State of Vermont, in the year 
1817. Several additions have since been made to the original town plat, 
and which now embraces the south west quarter of section six and tha 
whole of section seven, town five, range nine. 

"ShurtleCfJ3.oll0ge (named after one of its early friends and munificent 
donors. Dr. Bbnj. Shoktlefv, of Boston,) is located within the bounds 
of the town. It is a popular and flourishing Institution under the charge _ 
of’ the Baptist denomination. Dr. D. Read, a talented and popular 
t^vine, stands at the head of an equally able and popular faculty. Tha 
cheapness of land, and facilities for acquiring a thorough education ia 
nbt excelled, and, most probably, not equalled, by any other place in 
tbe West. 

’ There areflve.free schools with able and competent teachers in tho 
town; mainly supported by public funds, and conducted in accordance 
with the provisions of the School Law of the State. • 
r The moral and religious character of the people will compare favor¬ 
ably tfith any village in the State, of its site and business. In 1820 o? 
1$21 a Sabbath School was here organized, and conducted by able and 
competent teachers, being the first established in the State. 

“it was in Upper Alton that tbe first Washingtonian Temperance Society 
was formed, which sent out lecturers to the various ports of the State, 
and. to Iowa; forming other societies of a like character, by which » 
great amount of good was effected, and which is apparent even to this 
day in mapy places. 

’ The mercantile business dona here is only of a retail character; the 
’heavy business being chiefly done on the River. There are six dry goods, 
hfld family grocery stores, one hardware and one.Srug store, which do a 
fieavy retail linainesa. 
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Tho manufacturing business is vary* considerable, particularly the 
coopering and potter's ware, brickmaking, &c. An abundance of thi 
finest clay for briok, is here found; os well as clay suitable for potter's 
ware, m the vioinity, All kinds of stone ware, stone pipe, for oonveying, 
water under ground, and stone pumps are manufactured here in large 
quantities, *nd sent out in all directions, by land and water. There are 
from six to eight potteries in ooustant blest, three of them do saii- 
mander work, and one does terra cotta work,- all of which is made pro¬ 
fitable to the proprietors. In addition there are three saddle and har¬ 
ness shops, several blacksmith shops, wagon and buggy shop, several 
s 00 shops, paint shops, and tin ware manufactory, Ac., Ac.
